Hunt 
was Indicted on ning different counts 
charging him with misiise of funds 
aggregating $6,700; and also of forgery 
of the name of Dr. W. H. F. Rhyne. of 
Lafayette, to checks aggregating 
$3,000, The alleged offenses took place 
during 1912 and 1913, just before the 
bank was closed, 

Hunt was here to appear before the 
grand jury today, and after his indict- 
ment, his bond was fixed at $5,000, 
which he gave. It was declared that 
his sureties are worth $100,000 and his 
friends deny that he ts guilty of any 
wrong, 

In the natural course of events his 
trial will come before the May 1914 
term of federal court. 

The bank was closed by Examiner 
Dunlap, who reported to the treasury 
department that there was a shortage 
of $30,000 and that liabilities of the 
institution exceeded $240,000 and would 
wipe out the entire capital and surplus 
of the bank. No statement of the 
bank's condition has been made public 
since that time. 

R Dickerson, clerk of Walker 
county superlor court, was president 
of the bank. Hunt is 29 years of age, 
and has been in Lafayette since 1904

But of 
this we are certain—that he has not

“The fact of his Jewishness was 
again and again used as a ground of 
influence and action against him. This

The judge himself, 
who was appealed to for a new trial, 
refused, although he acknowledged that 
|he was not convinced one way or an- 
{other with regard to the gullt or inno- 
cence of the assumed culprit.

In the present situation in that horrible 
Atlanta affair we are more to de con- 
demned than Rusgla in her occasional 
cruelty, because we are generally more 
enlightened and more boastful of being 
a Christlan country, 

“Let us, as Americans, Interfere in 
Russia when the call of humanity re- 
quires. but let us ndt overlook the 
urgent demands of duty at our very 
door. Russla has ytelded to the Influ- 
ence of humanity as exerted by our- 
selves, together ‘with the rest of the 
world. Let us not run the risk and 
incur the danger of the world's con- 
tempt and of the loss of our. self. 
respect in permitting even the humblest

The decision of the state supreme

The order in question which 
was passed by the commission Novem- 
ber 8 1912, effective February 1, 1913, 
is as’ follows:

m . providing that a person shall not 
he deprived of his property without 
due process of law.

AN IDEAL APPOINTMENT. 

The appointment by Governor O'Neal, of 
Alabama, of Frank P. Glass, editor of The 
Birmingham News, to fill the unexpired 
term in the United States senate of Senator 
Joseph F. Johnston, is ideal from every 
point of view. No man ip Alabama is made 
of finer senatorial timber than Mr. Glass. 
For many years he has been conspicuously 
identified with the journalism of the state. 
His outlook and his policies have been inva- 
riably of a constructive character. He is 
one of the rare typé of progressives who 
do not insist on the label, and whose labors 
for the public welfare do not take their 
origin in selfish opportunism. He is a 
builder from the start, and in matters of 


public policy as sound and staunch as an 


oak. 

Mr. Glass is peculiarly close to and in 
sympathy with President Wilson. He was 
a pupil under him at Princeton, and has 
since kept pace with the democratic: ideals 
now held in common throughout the party. 
It was he who put Oscar Underwood in the 
senatorial race to succeed Senator Johnston 
for the long term. From first to last hie 
service to his party, as to his state, has 
been devoid of self-seeking and smallness. 

Students of the new constitutional 
amendment are uncertain if, under the con- 
ditions of that measure which extended the 
direct elective principle to senatorships, a 
governor has a right to appoint for an 
ad interim term without specific legislative 
authority to do so. Governor O'Neal orig- 
inally designated Representative Henry 
Clayton, of Alabama, for the vacancy. Be- 
fore Mr. Clayton's right to the seat was put 
to test by the senate he withdrew~his cre 
dentials, largely through the personal urg- 
ing of President Wilson, who wanted the 
assistance of Mr. Clayton, in his capacity 
as chairman of the house judiciary com- 
mittee, in important legislation to develop 
this winter. The technicality involved in 
ad interim gubernatorial appointments is, 
therefore. still unsettled. 

The Constitution hopes sincerely the 
senate will rule affirmatively in this case, 
for Mr. Glass’ service in the senate will be 
a credit not only to Alabama, but to her 
sister states as well.

In significant coincidence with Georgia

Signifi- 
they indicate that if people on the 
rural free delivery route will watch the 
daily and The Tri-Weekly Constitution for 
advertisements, and act upon them, they 
can do effective work toward encouraging 
trade with the folk at home. 

There every reason Atlanta 
should eventually be one of the biggest mail 
order centers in the country. The city, by 
reason of its strategic location and its rail- 
way and mail connections, is already head- 
quarters for the cardinal industries and the 
great corporations of this section. Its point 
of vantage as a distributing center should 
give it the same priority with regard to the 
mail order business. And it should be re- 
membered that with the creation of a tre- 
mendous mail order business will come 
factories to supply them, and corps of work” 
ers to man both offices and factories That 
means more population, and more popula- 
tion of this sort means more wealth and 
more individual spenders. The cirble is an 
endless and beneficent one. 

It is also to be remembered, as axiomatic, 
that the keynote to the construction of a 
mail order business is advertising. That 
is the first law of growth with regard to this 
particular industry, as with most other in 
dustries that involve getting close to the 
purchaser.

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FAVORITE RECIPES OF 
DISTINGUISHED WOMEN

Among her many delicious seafoods, Ore- 
gon has a species of clam, known as the 
razor clam, which is found along the coast. 
and though T have made repeated inquiries, 
I have never been able to find it in the 
east. It ts quite distinctive both in flavor 
and growth, being very large, the shell 
measing about four or five inches in length. 
A recipe for cooking these clams may be 
applied to other varieties, but the peculiar 
flavor of the west coast is lost. 

Only the tender part may be used, the 
tough muscle or membrane is always dis- 
carded. The Oregon clams may be prepared 
in as many different ways as the eastern 
variety, but are generally preferred In the 
form of soup or chowder. 

Razor Clam Puree. 

Razor clam puree is made as follows: 

One dozen clams, 

Three cups water, 

Helf a taspoonful of salt. 

Dash of Cayenne pepper, 

One and a half-pints of sweet milk. 

Three tablespoonfuls of butter. 

Three tablespoonfuls flour. 

One teaspoonful chopped parsley. 

After the clams are washed, split and 
cleaned, add the water and simmer gently 
for thirty minutes, Then strain and save 
the juice. Take out the soft part of the 
clam and chop fine. Make a white sauce 
with butter, flour and milk, to which add 
the strained clam juice, chopped clam and 
parsley and seasonings. A slight flavoring 
of onion may be used if desired. Let cook 
for a few minutes and serve. 


Another Engineering Feat. 


(From The Philadelphia Press.) 

Los ‘Angeles last week celebrated the 
completion of an aqueduct which will bring 
265,000,000 gallons of water daily into the 
city from the eastern side of the Slerra: 
This vast body of wazer 18 conducted 
through canats and siptions a distance of 
234 miles. 

The scheme is so big as to be hardly con- 
celvable.-Literally a mountain chain has been 
tunneled and piped to bring the snow water 
drainage of 2,800 square miles for the ws 
of 2,000,000 people, There are on the route no 
less than 150 tunnels varying In length from 
a 100 feet 5 miles, and the “Elizabeth” tun- 
nel last named breaks all records of tunnel 
construction in the world. Five years was 
allowed in the estimate for this work. It 
was actually done in three years and six 
months and ai a‘cost of $600,000 less than 
the figures laid down in the plans. Nearly 
$25,000,000 are bonded in the entire project. 
It is c@loulated that the drop of 2,000 feet 
from the intake to the San Fernando valley 
will supply 120,000-horsepower for electrical 
plants and thus more than cover the cost of 
the aqueduct within a quarter of a century.

MENDING DAY COMMENTS 


There seems to be a different adhesive 
for every sort of broken ware from fragile 
porcelain to heavy mahogany, and as many 
Q readers of this column 
have expressed their 
Interest in repairing 
cherished possessions, 
it seemed to devolve 
upon me to give the 
best directions possible. 
So I went to the mend- 
ing department of a big 
upholstery store yes+ 
terday In quest of recl- 
pes. There I found a 
young girl enveloped in 
a cover-all apron busily 
engaged in mending an 
immense majolica vase 
that had, I judged from 
its appearance, been 
shattered into dozens of 
piec 
When I told her my 
errand she let me 
wateh her working and 
answered my questions 
in a practical way. She 
said that broken dishes were often brought 
In to be mended and it was found that her 
delicate touch was more sure and firm than 
a man’s could possibly be, and that the work 
was fascinating. 

She dipped the broken edges of the ma- 
folica vase she was working on in the white 
of egg and then sprinkled plaster of paris 
on it while wet and quickly brought the 
broken bits together. Plaster of paris sets 
so quickly that she held the pieces until 
they were firm. This cement, she said, was 
the proper thine to use on all ware that did 
not have to hold water. She had some beau- 
tiful old plates mended with it and she had 
deftly tinted the mended places, after they 
were dry, with water colors. so only careful 
inspection showed the cracks. 

White lead, as usual, was recommended 


| for pitchers and articles requiring water- 
| proof cement. Its only drawback Is the long

William A: Wimbish, chairman of 
the chamber of commerce committee 
on the Western and “Atlantic railroad, 
acted ag chairman of the delegation, 
and presented the other speakers t> 
the commission, Mr, Wimbish said 
that the city of Atlanta proposed to 
build the plaza, and with it a mag- 
nificent new railroad station, the 
whole to vost approximately $2,000.00: 
and to make a present of the station 
to the state. 

Tt was proposed to raise the money 
for the improvement by an issue of 
bonds, the interest to be defrayed and 
a sinking fund ;rovided for by tre 
owners of abutting property who would 
enjoy large advantages from the im- 
Drovement. The jlaza would extend 
from Forsyth street to Central avenue, 
with @ possivle extension to Washink- 
ton street, It might also take in a 
part of Alabama 

City In Helpless. 

Mayor James G, Woodward, the next 
speaker, -declared that the city was 
helpless to rid itself of an eyesore 
which had stood in the way of its de- 
velopment for years, and that it a; 
pealed to the commission, and through 
it, to the legislature for help. The 
Press-and people were agreed about 
the nuisance of the gulch of smoke and 
dirt which had divided,the city in two 
and the necessity of eliminating It.

Mailing Packages. 
With the announcement of the new 
machines Postmaster Jones had issued 
some important instructions in regard 
to mailing packages for Christmas de- 
livery. He has asked that everybody 
who intends to send a single gift will 
red the instructions and thus aid the 
postoffice clerks and get their mail 
delivered sooner, 
‘The Instructions follow 
“Parcels should be securely packed 
and wrapped. Umbrellas, canes, fish- 
ing rods and similar srticlos should be 
fastened between boards slightly lon- 
ger and.wider than the articles. Hat 
boxes should be crated in wood and 
cut flowers in boxes of wood, tin or 
heavy corrugated parteboard. Candies 
whould be handled the same way. 
Sharp instruments or articles with 
sharp corners or edges should have the 
points and edges well protected. All 
articles easily broken should ve care-
